OLDSTREAM STUD, embracing the stallions *Pot au Feu and My Play, a band of some 
forty mares of illustrious lineage and well selected as to type and performances, and the 

usual compliment of sucklings and yearlings, is the property of Charles B. Shaffer, of Chicago, 
and is established on his beautiful Coldstream Farm of 1,550 acres, lying between the New- 
town and Georgetown roads, a short way out of Lexington. This breeding establishment is 
under the management of Dr. John Baird, a graduate in veterinary science, who came here 
several months ago from Holly Beach Stud, Annapolis, Md., to which establishment he had 
gone from England. 

The new policy at Coldstream is to sell the product as yearlings at Saratoga, and this 
year eighteen youngsters—ten colts and eight fillies—-of excellent breeding and unusually good 
appearance are being sent thither for auction under the auspices of the Fasig-Tipton Company 
in the evening of Thursday, August 8, together with offerings from Sanford Stud Farm, Idle 
Hour Stock Farm and partners and from Alex B. Gordon. The pedigrees and descriptions of 
the eighteen vearlings are given on other pages in this issue. 

Nine of the yearlings are by My Play, three by *Pot au Feu, and one each by Upset, Luke 
McL.uke and Thunderer. My Play, as is well known, is own brother to Man o’ War (Fair Play 

Mahubah by *Rock Sand) and was himself a good racehorse—-winner of nine races, includ- 
ing the Aqueduct, Uncas and Waterfleet Handicaps and the Jockey Club Gold Cup, two miles. 
The nine yearlings by My Play are of his third crop. His first get now are 3-year-olds and 
ten are winners, they being the splendid Thistle Fyrn (9 wins this year, including the Ohio 
State Derby), Listo (4 wins at two years and 5 wins this year), Irene T. (3 wins this year 
and winner at two also), Call Play, Eager Play, Cash Piay, Your Play, Peaceful Play, Vittoria 
and Play Flower. 

A number of the 2-year-olds by My Play have suffered from bucked shins this spring and 
have not started, but thus far he has four winners from his second crop, namely: Play Time, 
My Glenn, Jeanne Wachs and Monnie. 

*Pot au Feu, bred in France by M. Paul Desmaris, was foaled in 1921, by Bruleur (winner 
of the Grand Prix), out of the English mare Polly Peachum, by Spearmint (winner of the 
Derby), the next dam by Gallinule; the third dam by St. Simon, and the next dam Lady 
Loverule (dam of St. Amant, winner of the Derby, 2,000 Guineas and Jockey Club Stakes). 
*Pot au Feu bore the colors of the Aga Khan and was an excellent racehorse in France, 
among his triumphs being the French Derby and the Prix du President de la Republique, 
showing himself to be the fine stayer that his two crosses of Dollar’s blood, in addition to 
that of other good horses, indicated he would be. 

*Pot au Feu entered the stud at Highclere, Newbury, England, the season of 1925, had a 
full book, and was returned to France where his book for the season of 1926 filled rapidly. 
It was in 1926 that Mr. Shaffer bought him for delivery at the end of his second season. His 
first season at Coldstream, therefore, was in 1927, when it was considered advisable to give 
him a limited book, and these now yearlings are of his first get in America, others being 
owned by breeders who patronized him. *Pot au Feu isa fine breeder (Concluded on page 20)

MISPLACED CONFIDENCE. 


NOTHER way of expressing the meaning of 

this caption is to say “double cross.” We 
hear that the owners of Thistledown are vic- 
tims of that very thing. We do not say that 
Sheriff Hanratty entered into any agreement to 
permit racing under the “contribution” system 
at Thistledown, but we do say that the owners 
were of the opinion that there was an under- 
standing their running race meeting would not 
be any more disturbed than was the trotting 
meeting at North Randall, just over the fence, a 
few days before Thistledown opened for a 
scheduled 22 days and closed after the first day. 


We do not know Sheriff Hanratty, but, judging 
from what has transpired, we have the opinion 
that he may be one of the type so often found 
in politics who come under the heading “grand- 
stander.”’ Here we find him letting a trotting 
meeting go for its scheduled five days with bet- 
ting by use of tickets and all that sort of thing, 
and then, after the running meeting was a day 
old, telling of his intention to raid it, and on 
the following day going out into the highways 
and byways deputizing and arming seventy-five 
men and rushing them in automobiles. to 
Thistledown. 

When they heard of the Sheriff’s plans, attor- 
neys for Thistledown secured from a judge of the 
Common Pleas Court an order restraining the 
sheriff from interfering with the meeting “if the 
contribution system be not illegal,” or words to 
that effect. Sheriff Hanratty boldly disregarded 
the court’s order, but, in the meantime, the track 
management had announced suspension of racing. 
So when the sheriff and his “army” arrived at 
the course there was nothing doing. 

He had made three arrests, though, and when 
those cases finally came to trial before a justice of 
the peace the men charged were dismissed, the 
magistrate holding that betting under the con- 
tribution system is not illegal in Ohio. 

The county attorney then got in with the 
declaration that since the opinion had not come 
from a court of record he would disregard it, 
and Sheriff Hanratty came out with a statement 
to the effect that he would “raid ’em again if 
they should open the track.” 


The day of the raid, The Cleveland Press 


editorially critic'sed the Common Pleas Court 
judge for having issued the restraining order, and 
the judge cited four employees of the paper for 
contempt of court. Two were dismissed when 
it was shown that they were not concerned with 
the editorial policy of the paper, but the other 
two were fined $500 each and given jail sen- 
tences, regardless of the fact that the newspaper 
had done nothing more than exercise a consti- 
tutional right to criticise an act of the court. 
The cases were appealed and the editors gave 
bond. 


Sheriff Hanratty, who had violated a mandate 
ot the court by disregarding the injunction and 
going to the Thistledown track with an armed 
force was not cited for contempt. He claimed 
his right to proceed as he did under the clause 
in the injunction order wherein the word “if” 
was used. 


The sheriff contends that his advisers hold the 
contribution system to be illegal. Advisers of 
the race course owners hold that it is not illegal. 
Since the question has not been decided by the 
courts of record in Ohio, it would appear that 
Sheriff Hanratty could have gone quietly to the 
owners of the track and informed them that he 
would not want them to attempt a race meeting 
until the question had been fully decided. To 
permit them to go ahead with their plans and 
open the meeting and then swoop down upon 
them, as he did, indicates that there was either 
double-crossing or grandstanding. 


There had, as readers of the sporting press 
are aware, been a meeting of 25 days, closing 
June 22, &t Bainbridge Park in the adjoining 
county of Geauga. It had not been interfered 
with by the county officials, whose advice had 
been that the contribution system is not illegal. 
The Bainbridge Jockey Club had announced a 
second meeting to be held after Thistledown’s 
meeting. Accordingly on July 20 the second 
meeting was opened with large attendance and 
good racing. 

The sport was not molested, but there are 
rumors that the State officials will be appealed 
to by reform forces who are said to have prod- 
ded Sheriff Hanratty. 

There appears to be a very appreciable element 
in the Ohio citizenship desirous of having racing, 
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so why not those persons form an organization 
and go to the Legislature with request or demand, 
if that be necessary, for a law under which 
there can be unmolested racing with betting? 

That is the better way to do it. Then there 
would be none of the disappointment that comes 
through misplaced confidence.

It was not the thought of the designers of the 
claiming rules that such races should be used 
for the benefit of manipulators intent upon raid- 
ing the pool box. Those who go in for that sort 
of thing know full well the chances they are 
taking, and if they lose their horses because of 
failure to enter at proper values they have only 
themselves to blame. 

“Beau Belmont” must be aware that it is 
against the rules of racing to institute a “friend- 
ly claim,” and we are surprised that he would 
suggest it as a means for possible retention of 
a horse in jeopardy. 

There should be no objection on the part of 
officials to the entry of “policemen” from the 
East, or from any other part of the country, for 
that matter. Officials should be glad of the pres-

It should be in this country as it is in England 
when a horse is claimed. Over there, we are 
informed, the successful claimant is told by the 
former owner of the horse’s disposition, habits, 
peculiarities and is advised as to what his pre- 
vious training has been, and at the end there 
usually is a wish for well-doing with the horse 
for his new owner. 

Over here it usually is a matter of silence and 
secrecy as to all those things and an inward wish 
for gobs of bad luck with the claimed horse. 

Altogether we are on a wrong basis as regards 
spirit of those who patronize the claiming races 
and the operation of the rules governing such 
events. Let us get right in the matter.

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NEGRO JOCKEYS. 

HINKING of the “jockey problem,” we are 

compelled to ask: ‘‘Why have the Negro riders 
disappeared almost entirely from the Turf in 
America?” Surely it is not because they were 
dishonest. On the score of integrity, loyalty to 
employers, obedience to the officials and com- 
pliance with the rules of racing, the Negro jockeys 
of the United States have a rating unsurpassed 
by the white riders of any period in Turf history. 

Commencing with the very competent Abe 
(who, in the slave days of his time, probably 
never had a surname—certainly not one of rec- 
ord in the annals of the Turf), we present, as 
if passing in review, William Walker, Isaac 
Murphy, Stovall, “Monk” Overton, “Willie” 
Simms, Pike Barnes, ‘Tene’ Williams, Al and 
Lonnie Clayton, ‘“Soup’’ Perkins, Tom Britton, 
Jim Winkfield and Dale Austin as examples of 
their respective periods, and ask this question: 
“Why let prejudice prevent the duplication of 
such as were those great race riders?” 

Whatever else may be said for or against the 
Negro as a jockey, he has from the very begin- 
ning of his use (we do not say employment, for 
in slave days there were no fees) as a race 
rider registered a higher percentage of integ- 
rity than have the whites of that profession. 

On every hand we hear owners and trainers 
complaining of “jockey rings.’”’ We read of own- 
ers paying fees equal to 10 per cent of the net 
winnings of the horse in order to “get a ride.” 
We hear of owners making extravagant presents 
in addition to those elaborate fees. We hear of 
trainers saying that the compensation of the 
riders is greatly in excess of what they receive, 
and we hear owners complaining that the “cost 
of racing is excessive.” 

The Negro, inherently, is a sportsman in that 
he loves to win. To excell is the height of his 
ambition. A Negro jockey would rather win a 
race and hear the plaudits of the throng than 
to have a stack of dollars grandstand high. The 


Negroes of today would be more capable horse- 
men than were those of their race who have gone 
before, if they should be given the chance. 

We are aware that white riders have in the 
past resorted to foul methods against Negro 
riders, and we haven’t the slightest doubt that 
they would employ the same tactics another time, 
but with proper officials in the stands they 
could be brought under control. For the better- 
ment of the sport, to the end that the best horse 
may win in all contests, we stand for the re- 
introduction of Negro riders as one solution of 
the “jockey problem.”

Its preparatory gallops in the early morning 
hours; luncheon and an hour for chat, gossip, and 
speculation about the events of the afternoon, 
left by everyone spontaneously at the first sound 
of the bugle call, and the first half of a day is 
completed. The afternoon’s pleasure starts then 
with the contests of the best and fastest horses 
in America, the intent purpose of one’s being 
at Saratoga. After the last race has been de- 
cided there is plenty of time before dinner to 
review the events of the afternoon, and then 
“Salvator” says: 

“The evening brings the grand finale—the 
yearling sales, which give the crowning touch 
and spiciest flavor to the whole adventure. For 
it is at “The Spa” alone that this feature is 
‘provided. Here only, after having seen the

In 
“Salvator’s” expressive style: “But all eyes are 
riveted upon the lithe, adolescent creatures, whose 
hoofs scarce seem to print the Turf, their great 
orbs big with wonder, their dainty muzzles flar- 
ing wide while rippling sheeny coats reflect a 
thousand sparks of light with every airy move- 
ment. You must have a real bank-account if you 
would make the victorious bid upon one of these 
aristocratic juveniles--yes, be ready to go as 
high as seventy-five thousand dollars, if you 
would call the top colt of the season yours. And 
then again -it is one of the great allurements 
ot the game—you may be content with some lot 
modestly regarded, and for five thousand may 
pick up—-a Man o’ War, whose value will become 
a half-million!” 

Until last “Salvator” saves one of the great- 
est thrills known to sportsmen of the Turf, “for 
proudest of all is the man who can lead in the 
winner of the Belmont Park Futurity, the Ken- 
tucky Derby, or the Saratoga Cup, saying as he 
does so: ‘Yes—-and I bred him!’ ”’ 

Only a few of the best points in racing have 
been brought out in the brief sketch, but one 
could not deny that racing has an enduring at- 
traction for those who have felt its spell. Yes, 
there certainly is a “Lure to Racing.”

THE BLOOD-HORSE 
NO MATCH DESIRED 


N the previous issue of TIlE BLOOD-HORSE, in 

the course of the account of Blue Larkspur’s 
triumph in the race for the American Classic, it 
was said: 

“Some of the more astute horsemen, during the 
paddock inspection gained the impression that 
Rose of Sharon was not at her best in condition; 
that she had wasted considerable in weight, and 
that her hair was indicative of staleness. The 
running of the race seems to have confirmed 
these opinions, and it may follow that the splendid 
daughter of *Light Brigade and Rosa Mundi 
will be reserved’ until autumn, regardless of the 
talk of special races and match races. 

“The match race suggestion came from Senator 
Camden, who, realizing that his filly had not 
run her race, and feeling keenly his disap- 
pointment, within a few minutes after the finish 
indicated to Racing Secretary Joe McLennan that 
he would like another meeting with Blue Lark- 
spur, horse against horse. 

“This information was conveyed to Colonel 
Bradley by Secretary McLennan, and he said 
he is adverse to match races as such, but would 
run his colt against Senator Camden’s filly any 
morning during this week, on a good track, for 
a tin cup. 

“Colonel Bradley suggested a special race, 
letting in all the other 3-year-olds, to be run 
Saturday, July 20, and said he would keep Blue 
Larkspur at Arlington Park for such a race if 
it can be arranged.”

I cannot understand how you could have 
made such a statement, or even indirectly 
quoted me, or used my name in that con- 
nection; inasmuch as I never saw you be- 
fore or after the race, nor did IT ever in any 
way intimate to anyone dissatisfaction over 
the result, or a desire for a match. 

Naturally I was surprised and disappointed 
over the showing my mare made, as for 
some unknown reason she failed to run her 
race that day. 

As IT saw it, the race itself was truly run. 
Rose of Sharon had no mishaps. Blue Lark- 
spur won in gallant style. I immediately 
congratulated the owner upon having such 
an outstanding and delightful horse.

AN EASTERN VIEW. 


Discussing the fining of members of the staff 
of the Cleveland Press for editorial criticism of 
Judge Walker’s order restraining Sheriff Han- 
ratty from interference with the one-day-old 
Thistledown meeting, which the Sheriff disre- 
garded, The Morning Telegraph (New York) of 
July 18 said, under the caption “Racing in Ohio:” 

“The editor and chief editorial writer of the 
Cleveland Press have been convicted of contempt 
of court by Judge Frederick P. Walther because 
they criticized the jurist’s action in enjoining the 
sheriff from interfering with the race meeting at 
the Thistledown track. The fashion in which the 
courts are enabled to prevent criticism of their 
acts is something of an anomaly in a supposedly 
democratic country. 

“Ohio racing has been a sore spot in the Turf 
world for years. The promoters of racetracks in 
the Buckeye State have been none too scrupulous 
and the conduct of the meetings in that common- 
wealth has left much to be desired. 

“Wagering on horse races is illegal in Ohio 
and tracks have been allowed to operate only 
through the complaisance of local officials in the 
various communities. It appears that, in the 
Thistledown case, the sheriff was not susceptible 
to the wiles of the promoters and recourse to the 
courts was necessary. 

“The newspapermen who now face a thirty-day 
jail sentence and $500 fines were guilty of print- 
ing opinions regarding the action of the court 
which are no doubt shared by nine-tenths of 
Cleveland’s citizenry. If all the people within 
the jurisdiction of the court who have expressed 
similar opinions were sent to jail, the penal 
facilities of the entire State of Ohio would prob- 
ably be overtaxed. 

“Those who have the best interests of racing 
at heart would like to see the travesty on the 
sport in Ohio halted completely. If a racing bill 
providing for the proper State supervision and 
control could be passed in Ohio, that would be a 
different matter: but. so long as unscrupulous 
promoters are allowed by stultified local officials 
to run meetings without regard for the welfare 
of the sport or the interests of the public, racing 
in that State will continue to be a menace to 
the American Turf. 

“And if the convicted newspapermen go to jail 
for saying so, the freedom of the press in Ohio 
is as dead as the dodo.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE concurs in The Morning Tele- 
araph’s opinion that there should te no inter- 
ference by the courts with the freedom granted 
by the Constitution of the United States in the 
matter of personal expression, whether spoken, 
written or printed. provided it be within the 
hounds of the Constitutional grant. However we 
do not agree with all above said relative to 
racing in Ohio. The Morning Teleqraph evident- 
ly does not recognize the similarity in the law 
as regards racing in New York with the law 
in Ohio. Doubtless. if the managers of the 
racing companies should desire to employ it, 
the “oral svstem” would be guite as legal in 
Ohio as in New York. or as it was in Louisiana 
and in Florida. Racing in Ohio has helved out 
wonderfullv in the matter of occupation for 
horses, and it has heen no less formful than the 
average of racing the country over. 


“RIDICULOUS OR MONSTROUS.” 
Thirty-day jail sentences and $500 fines for two 


Cleveland Press editors might be taken as punish- 
ment for lese majesty under an autocrat rather 
than for contempt of court in a free country. 
Granting that the editors did express lack of 
respect for a mandate that they pronounced 
“ridiculous or monstrous’ the penalties appear 
altogether out of proportion to the offense to the 
dignity of the court. 


As members of the Scripps-Howard organiz- 
ation the Cleveland Press can be depended upon 
to defend its staff members and uphold their 
rights under the rule of freedom of speech under 
the Constitution. But no matter what the out- 
come of the case in point, the general principle 
that it is the duty of editors to protest. against 
seemingly wrongful decisions will be upheld by 
public opinion. 

The offending editorial was written when an 
order authorizing a Sheriff to raid a racetrack 
“if” the track was violating the law was issued. 
The order was unusual, to say the least. Seem- 
ingly the raid should not have been authorized 
unless the court had been convinced that the law 
was being violated. The “if’’ clause seemed to 
make the injunction somewhat weak-kneed. 

The “contribution” system of betting at the 
track is evidently evasive. But it is either legal 
or illegal. Apparently the court and not the 
Sheriff should have settled the point. The in- 
junction as worded appears to have passed the 
buck back to the Sheriff, who had ample power 
to raid the track “if’’ the law were being vio- 
lated—The Louisville Times. 


‘IT WOULD HAPPEN IN OHIO.” 


The operators of the Thistledown race track 
in Cleveland went into the Court of Common 
Pleas to obtain an injunction to prevent the 
sheriff from interfering with the contribution 
system of gambling. The track was beginning 
a twenty-two day race meet. The injunction was 
granted while the sheriff was on his way to the 
track with seventy-five armed deputies. 

The Cleveland Press criticised the court for in- 
terfering with the efforts of the authorities to 
prevent gambling. In its early edition the editori- 
al was headed: “If This Be Contempt of Court.” 
The court decided that it was and sentenced the 
editor and the writer to thirty days in jail. 
‘Newton D. Baker, attorney for the two men, 
went into court to inform the judge that he not 
only had restrained a peace officer from doing 
his duty, but he had violated the principle of 
American government providing for free speech 
and permitting citizens to criticise public men 
and public acts. The judge replied that the 
article was contemptuous and that his injunction 
restrained the sheriff only if the contribution 
scheme of gambling was illegal, Mr. Baker chal- 
lenging him to find anything in American equity 
the equal of the order he had issued. 

The men are at liberty pending an appeal. The 
incident is not astonishing. Ohio has been un- 
der the domination of the Anti-Saloon league so 
long that constitutional guarantees have lapsed. 
In a state controlled by the league and its twin, 
the Klux, free speech would be regarded as con- 
temptuous. It would be punishable by imprison- 
ment. Ohio has yielded to a dominance which has 
no regard for constitutional rights or lawful 
methods. As one product it gets the Ohio gang. 
As another it gets a disregard of American 
liberties. 

If it continues its development in that direction 
there will be no more freedom in Ohio than there 
is in Russia~-The Chicago Tribune.

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FOREIGN 
AN AMERICAN SUCCESS. 
HERE was gladness in the hearts of Ameri- 
cans in England when, on July 19, the colors 


of young John Hay Whitney, whose mother, Mrs. 
Payne Whitney, is mistress of the Greentree 
Stable, were carried to victory in the rich Eclipse 
Stakes, 11, miles, at Sandown Park, by Royal 
Minstrel. 

The winner is a 4-year-old grey son of Tetra- 
tema, out of Harpischord by Louvois. He was 
bred by J. J. Maher in his great Confrey Stud, 
near Dublin, Ireland, and was sold by him as a 
yearling at the Doncaster September sales to 
Captain G. P. Gough for $21,000, who committed 
him to Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort for training. 
Royal Minstrel did not race in 1927, and no at- 
tempt to train him was made until the early part 
of 1928, because he stands well over 16.1 and it 
was obvious that he could not be asked any 
serious questions as a 2-year-old. 

He made his first public appearance in the 
Craven Stakes and won. He _ showed brilliant 
speed, left his opponents far in the rear, and was 
merely cantering six lengths in front at the con- 
clusion of the six furlongs. He next appeared as

second choice for the Two Thousand Guineas and 
was beaten a head by Flamingo. In the race for 
the Derby, Royal Minstrel was one of the leaders 
to the top of the hill after going a quarter of a 
mile, but he failed to stay and finished fifteenth, 
Felstead winning and Flamingo being second. 

He won the St. James Palace Stakes at Ascot, 
but finished a poor second to Fairway in the 
‘clipse Stakes. At Goodwood he failed by half 
a length to give Marconigram 9 pounds in the 
Sussex Stakes, and was withdrawn from the St. 
Leger when it appeared that a mile was his 
limit. 

After he had won the Victoria Cup Handicap 
at Hurst Park this spring Mr. Whitney bought 
Royal Minstrel for approximately $125,000, ac- 
cording to reports from the other side of the 
Atlantic, and for his new owner won the Cork 
and Orrery Stakes at Ascot, but at the First 
July meeting at Newmarket was defeated for the 
July Cup by the very fast filly Tiffin. 

In the race for the Eclipse he brilliantly turned 
the tables on Lord Derby’s Fairway by shoulder- 
ing his 136 pounds and winning by four lengths, 
with Parwiz, making his first start for Benito 
Villanueva, an Argentinian, who recently bought 
him from the Aga Khan, third, the runners num- 


bering eight. Fairway was favorite at 5 to 2, 
while 9 to 2 was to be had about Royal Minstrel. 
Parwiz was 20 to 1. The value of the stakes was 
in excess of $65,000. 

Royal Minstrel’s dam, Harpischord, was winner 
of three nice races. She had previously pro- 
duced Gainsharp (by Gainsborough) winner of 
races in Ireland. Last year her yearling daughter 
by Buchan was purchased at the Doncaster sales 
from Mr. Maher’s consignment for $62,500. 
Golden Harp, the second dam, was by Llangibby 
and was never broken. She produced four win- 
ners. The line goes back to The Empress branch 
of the No. 5 family. 

GRACE DALRYMPLE SCORES. 

Lord Dewar’s 2-year-old brown filly, Grace 
Dalrymple, by Gainsborough-—-Cypher by Swyn- 
ford, next dam Cyrene by Cyllene, won the 
British Dominion Plate at Sandowne Park July 
19, this being the race in which the famous 
Pretty Polly made her first appearance under 
colors to win in hollow fashion. Grace Dalrymple 
was bred in Ireland by the late Sir George Mur- 
ray and was sold as a yearling at Doncaster for 
$20,000 to Fred Darling acting for Lord Dewar. 


POLO PONY BRINGS $4,725. 

Manuel, a bay pony bred in Argentine, owned 
by Captain W. N. Leaf, was sold at public auction 
in England by Messrs. Tattersalls at Knights 
Bridge, London, for $4,725, stated to be the re- 
cord price in that country for a polo pony. 
WINS TWO IN A DAY. 

It isn’t done in the United States any more, 
but there was a time when we grew horses to 
race and win twice in a day, though not often. 
In Ireland they still try the stunt occasionally 
an infrequently succeed. Kileager, a 4-year-old 
bay filly by Mileager, out of Kilcarne, at the 
Baldoyle meeting, Dublin, July 6, won the first 
race over hurdles at 1'4 miles and the same 
afternoon won the fifth race, 1% miles, on the 
flat. 


MUST HAVE MONEY BACK, 

In France the maker of any winning bet in 
the pari-mutuels cannot possibly receive less than 
he staked. Even if an odds-on choice only dead- 
heats, his backers must recover at least their 
full stake. Should there at any time be in the 
pool to pay a dividend, all stakes are “rebourse,”’ 
which is to say paid back in full without any 
deductions. 

NOTES. 

Oleande?, the famous German horse, is ex- 
pected to make another attempt to win the Prix 
de l’Arc de Triomphe at Paris October 6. Inver- 
shin will also be in this race. Oleander is to be 
sent also to England to run for the Jockey Club 
Cup at Newmarket October 31. 


Kentle won the Australian Grand National 
Steeplechase at Melbourne recently, there being 
fifteen runners. 


Gifted, a 77-year-old brown horse by Rich Gift 

Glaneuse by Buckwheat, bred in Ireland and 
raced formerly in England, recently won the 
July Handicap of $30,000 at the Durban meeting, 
Cape Town, South Africa. 

Signor Luigi Corbella, a popular international 
sportsman, died recently at Milan, Italy. He was 
a buyer of horses in foreign lands for the Italian 
Government, and was a patron of the Turf.

STREPHON, AUSTRALIAN 


The Illustrated Sporting and Dramatic (Lon- 
don), to which we are indebted for this picture, 
says: “After Invershin’s recent Gold Cup victory 
at Ascot that fine horse was referred to, on the 
strength of his having beaten French and Amer- 
ican competitors, as the world’s best stayer. To 
this claim, however, Mr. A. J. Esau, an Australian 
visitor to Ascot, demurs. In a letter to The Times 
Mr. Esau, who is a member of the Australian 
Jockey Club (Sydney), says that Mr. Sol Green’s 
English importation Strephon would probably 
beat Invershin over the Gold Cup distance. As a 
three-year-old Strephon won the Victoria Derby 
and was second in the Melbourne Cup. Last 
Easter at Sydney he won every race he contested 
at weight for age, including the Randwick Plate 
of two miles. Mr. Green has expressed an inten- 
tion of sending Strephon to England for next 
year’s Ascot Gold Cup. Let us hope he will 
meet Fairway there.”

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REFORMS IN ENGLAND 


Editor’s Note: With the adoption of the 
totalizator system of betting on the race courses 
of Enyland July 2, Turf reforms are in the 
making in that country, and it is interesting to 
follow the thought of. the authorities and the 
people. The article here reprinted from The 
Sporting Life (London) June 29, deals with the 
subject of admission fees as related to costs for 
the sport to be paid by patrons and by book- 
makers, who are permitted under act of Parlia- 
ment to operate at the courses. 


T is not too much to say that if all Turf in- 
terests pull together to secure the revival of 
the sport of horse racing and the bloodstock in- 
dustry, the bookmakers’ new burden will be, at 
worst, a temporary one. 

At Newmarket next week layers on the course 
will be called upon to pay £5 10s. 6d. to enter 
Tattersall’s and £1 8s. to operate in the Silver 
Ring, the Racecourse Betting Act providing that 
bookmakers shall pay up to five times the 
amount charged to the general public. 

In deciding to levy the maximum charge al- 
lowed by the law the authorities may have had 
in their minds the possibility of an early reduc- 
tion of charges to the general public. 

It becomes obvious, when the present situation 
is revived, that increased public patronage of 
race meetings is essential if the pool system of 
wagering is to show satisfactory results. 

One infallible method of gaining greater public 


support would be to make the day’s racing cost 
the public less, and many people prominently 
identified with the administrative side of work in 
connection with racing prophesy that this will 
be achieved in the near future by reducing the 
charges of admission. 

Such a step will be taken when those “at the 
wheel” are convinced that the revival of public 
interest is really at hand, and it is a step that 
automatically will put the bookmaker on a better 
footing than that on which he will begin business 
in opposition to the “tote” at Newmarket. 

In this connection the interview which Sir 
Clement Hindley, chairman of the Racecourse 
Betting Control Board, gave to a representative 
ot The Sporting Life yesterday, must be read 
with interest by all concerned. 

“It is the sincere hope of the Racecourse Bet- 
ting Control Board,” said Sir Clement, “that 
there will be such a surplus from the working of 
the ‘tote’ as will permit in due course reductions 
in entrance charges to many of our racecourses. 

“Under the Racecourse Betting Act, 1928, it is 
provided that 

‘The Racecourse Betting Control Board shall 
(subject to the payment out of the Totalizator 
Fund of all taxes, rates, charges, and working ex- 
penses, and to the retention of such sums as they 
think fit to mect contingencies, and to the pay- 
ment out of the said fund of such sums as they 
think fit to charitable purposes) apply the 


monies from time to time comprised in the 
Totalizator Fund in accordance with a scheme 
prepared by the Board and approved by the 


Secretary of State for purposes conducive to the

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improvement of breeds of horses or the sport 
of horse-racing.’ 

“It is obvious that the improvement of the 
sport of horse-racing includes the provision of 
better facilities for race-going, and since the 
cost of admission is in many cases a deterrent, 
one of the objects to which the surplus will be 
devoted is the lowering of admission charges. 

“Additionally it is hoped that funds will be 
available for more and better grand stand ac- 
commodation, for refreshment and modern toilet 
facilities—badly needed on many racecourses— 
and for general improvements on our race- 
courses to bring them into line, as far as is pos- 
sible, with the amenities which Continental, 
Dominion, and Indian racegoers enjoy. 

“Horse-breeding and charities will also benefit 
if the public give the ‘tote’ their support. 

“We have fixed the percentage deduction at 
the low figure of 6 per cent. We want to make it 
possible for the greatest number of those inter- 
ested in the national pastime of racing to help 
the sport they enjoy by contributing, via the 
surplus from the working of the ‘tote’ to the 
betterment of racing.” 

A prominent official of the Sandown Park 
course, who discussed the immediate Turf out- 
look with a representative of The Sporting Life 
yesterday, agreed that isolated action in the di- 
rection of cheaper racing by any one course 
would be impracticable. 

Combined action would provide the one road 
to success, but whether agreement could be 
reached on these lines he felt unable to prophesy. 

The success of the pool system, he said, must 
first be an established fact. Given this starting 
point the way would undoubtedly be open to a 
move for smaller admission charges all round.
